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DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgement of Applicant's Amendments 
1 . The amendment made in Claim 2 in the After Final Amendment filed February 14, 2005 
has not been entered because the amendment raises a new issue. The claims prior to amendment 
were not directed to an article in which 'the annular portion has a graphic image' or in which the 
claimed image is 'a result of the photoluminescent material that is part of the plastic 
composition.' The amendment therefore raises issues which would require further search and 
consideration to be fully considered, and the amendment has therefore not been entered. Even if 
the amendment were to be entered, the amended claim would not overcome the prior art of 
record, because the amendment only changes the location of the photoluminescent material 
within the article. 

Applicant argues, on page 6 of the remarks dated February 14, 2005, that the after final 
amendment is made in response to remarks that were made in the final rejection, and that entry is 
appropriate because the remarks could not have been responded to earlier. 

However, the exact statement that is being referred to is unclear. Furthermore, as stated 
above, the claims prior to amendment were not directed to an article in which 'the annular 
portion has a graphic image' or in which the claimed image is 'a result of the photoluminescent 
material that is part of the plastic composition.' The amendment therefore raises issues which 
would require further search and consideration to be fully considered, and the amendment has 
therefore not been entered. 
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Applicant also argues on page 6 that it is unclear why the argument was found 
unpersuasive that the photoluminescent is not in a label applied to a bottle, but is instead in a 
bottle. 

However, as stated on page 6 of the previous Action, a label that is applied to a bottle is 
an article in the form of a bottle, which is the claimed invention; the label is adhered to the 
bottle, and thus takes the form of at least a portion of the bottle. 

Applicant also argues on page 6 that Claim 1 has been amended to state that the graphic 
image arises as a result of the photoluminescent material that is part of the plastic composition. 

However, as stated above, the claims prior to amendment were not directed to an article 
in which 'the annular portion has a graphic image' or in which the claimed image is 'a result of 
the photoluminescent material that is part of the plastic composition.' The amendment therefore 
raises issues which would require further search and consideration to be fully considered, and the 
amendment has therefore not been entered.
